PRESIDENT IN 
SENATE TALK 


Washingto n, -fan. 5 — (/P)— Sen­ 
ato r Taft (R-Ohio ) declared in the 
senate to day that President Tru­ 
man has no po wer to co mmit Am­ 
erican tro o ps to a Euro pean de­ 
fense fo rce witho ut appro v al fir*i 
fro m co ngress. 
Taft asserted, 
to o . 
that 
th** 
president “ witho ut autho rity x x x 
inv o lv ed us in the Ko rean war.” 
In his first fo reign po licy speech 
o f the 8 ‘ind co ngress, Taft said he 
is willing to co mmit “ so me limited 
number o f American div isio ns” to 
No rth Atlantic defenses. But 
he 
said the Euro peans must take the 
lead in fo rming such a fo rce. 
Taft said that befo re the No rth 
Atlantic Defense Pact was ratified

Veterans Recalled To 
Active Service 
Veterans drawing benefit pay­ 
ments from the 
VA can 
save 
themselves and the government a 
lot of trouble —and possible future 
headaches— by notifying the VA 
immediately of their recall. These 
benefit payments include Gl Bill 
or Public Law 16 subsistence al­ 
lowances and 
compensation 
for 
service-connected disabilities. The 
law does not permit a veteran to 
draw such VA payments when he 
goes back into uniform. 
The VA asks that if a veteran 
receives such 
payment covering 
any period after recall to the col­ 
ors he should return it to the 
VA office which has his records. 
Otherwise, it will be charged as 
an overpayment against him. No­ 
tification of reentry into the ser­ 
vice should 
include the veteran's 
“ C" (claim) 
number, 
complete 
name and address, the amount of 
the VA payment, what it's for and 
the date he is to go back into 
service.

Mail and other communications 
from servicemen serving overseas 
in which they mention sickness 
or wound should be saved because 
of their possible value in establish­ 
ing claims at some future date.

Korean Fighting Overshadows 
World War I in Many Respects L,^ k

YYTASHINGTON—(NEA)—Six month s of Korean figh ting h ave given 
it some of th e proportions of World War I. Th e Korean war is 
still lower in number of U. S. troops involved and casualty totals. 
Eu; losses are far greater th an in th e first six month s of our figh ting 
in World War I. And th e war in th e air is cn a far greater scale th an 
was ever dreamed of in 1317 -19 19 . 
Accurate figures on th e Korean war are clouded by delays necessary 
to inform relatives of casualties and by military security 
which censors 
information of value to th e enemy. 
U. S. casualties in Korea, confirmed to Dec. 22, included 6432 dead, 
27 ,012 wounded and 557 1 missing. 
Total casualties for nearly six 
month s were 38,015. 
By comparison, total American casualties in World War I were 
50.000 battle death s, 205,000 wounded and 46 finally reported missing 
in action. Th ere were 120,000 U. S. casualties in th e Meuse-Argonne. 
American troops th at got to France in World War I numbered more 
th an 2.000,000. 
Th ere were 42 combat divisions of 28 ,000 men each . 
Twenty-nine divisions got to th e front. 
Th e oth ers w?ere broken up 
for replacements. 
But th ere were 12 more divisions in training at 
h ome and plans to raise a total of 100. 
By contrast, th e U. S. division today numbers only 19 ,000 men, and 
th e Department of Defense h as officially announced a force 
of 19 
divisions. Th ere are seven in Korea, one in Japan, 
two in Germany, 
th ree in th e U. S., four National Guard divisions called up and two 
more designated for active duty. 
Th is does not include regimental 
combat teams, anti-aircraft artillery and oth er specialized units 
of less 
th an divisional strength . 


rFK E greatest number of American troops estimated as being on duty 
in Korea h as been 200,000. To th is can be added perh aps 300,000 
South Korean troops and up to 100,000 troops from oth er United 
Nations. Th e total is not over 600,000—less th an h alf th e Communist 
strength . 
Th e United States was in World War I only 19 month s—April, 1917 , 
to November, 1919. 
In th e first six month s of th at war only about 
15.000 U. S. troops got to France. First U. 
S. troops went into th e line 
only cn Oct. 21, 19 17 —seven month s after war was declared. 
So U. S. 
troops were at th e front only a year sh d 22 days. 
Th e U. S. First Division did not get into th e line as a full combat 
division until April 25, 1918. So th ere was a U. S. front for only th e 
last 200 days—or less th an seven month s of th e war. 
Th is is wh ere 
th e Korean war begins to take on th e proportions of World War I. 
At th e time of greatest American activity in France, October, 1918, 
th e 29 U. S. divisions occupied 101 miles of battle line. 
Th is was 
about a fourth of th e European front. United Nations forces in Korea 
are now h olding a front of 150 miles. 
It is th e increased fire power of th ese modern U, S. divisions, and 
th eir air support, th at belittles World War I. 
Th ough th e United States made 226,000 ,30-cal. mach ine guns in 
' World War I, only 10,000 of th em ever got to th e front. 
Only 1642 
artillery units w’ere manufactured in th e U. S. and only 447 
got to 
th e front. Th ey were mostly 7 5 mm. Only 8 400 rounds of U. 
S.-made 
artillery ammunition were fired at th e front. The British and French 
supplied th e deficiencies—th e exact reverse of today. 
Against th ese forces th e Ch inese Reds and North Koreans now h ave 
an estimated 1,350.000 troops, 
or sligh tly more than the 1,2QC,900 men 
the U. S. had at UieJaeigai o i the Meuse-Argoaae.

TJTTASHINGTON— (NEA)—What happens nex t in the effort to stop 
the Korean war by negotiation? 
It’s a subject that can only b« 
speculated on. 
But it has a number of possibilities, as analy zed In 
Washington. 
The Chinese Communist government has turned down the United 
Nations General Assembly ’s three-man truce commission offer to 
arrange a cease-fire. 
That commission is made up of General As­ 
sembly President Nazrollah Entezam of Iran, Lester B. Pear^>n of 
Canada and Sir Benegal Rau of India. It may make other approach« , 
though,there is no known basis for further negotiation. 
The Chinese Communists insist they will agree to a cease-fire only 
on condition that all “ foreign” —meaning to them, United Nations— 
troops be withdrawn from Korea; that all questions regarding Asia, 
including Formosa, be discussed, and that Red China be admitted to 
tiie United Nations. 
The position of the three-man commission and a majority of th« 
General Assembly is that the cease-fire must come first, and that 
only the Korean situation be then discussed. 
Assuming both sides stick to their positions in this argument, th« 
truce commission must eventually report failure to the General Assem­ 
bly ’s Political Committee One. This committee would then report to 
the full General Assembly . 
After receiving the report of failure to negotiate a cease-fire agree­ 
ment, the nex t step for the General Assembly would probably be to 
take up the so-called “ six -power” resolution on Korea. 
This resolution calls on the Chinese Communists to withdraw from 
Korea. 
It was previously vetoed by Soviet Russia in the Security 
Council. Because of this veto, the matter was presented to the Gen­ 
eral Assembly . 


fpHERE is some hope that the six -power resolution may be strength- 
•*- ened in the General Assembly , so as to condemn the Chinese Com­ 
munists as aggressors. 
But the reason given for not putting this brand on the Communist 
claims is that once the charge of aggression is made, the accusers 
must be prepared to do something about it. In blunt language, if the 
United States and the United Nations make formal charges of aggres­ 
sion, they must be prepared to go to war against China and Russia. 
The United States did not support the idea of having the Red 
Chinese delegation under General Wu come to Lake Success. The U. S. 
delegates did not believe any thing would come of this mission. 
It 
didn’t. 
But the mission was not a complete flop for the U. S. 
It 
helped convince many wavering countries that the Communists could 
not be dealt with. If the Chinese Communist armies now carry their 
aggression below the 38 th parallel, it will be more evidence that they 
do not want a peaceful settlement, and that compromise is impossible. 
This stiffening of the backs of the non-Communist countries may 
help the UN make up its mind what to do nex t. It has three possible 
courses of action: 
1. To pull out of Korea and write the whole thing off as a mistake 
and a defeat for the UN, a victory for the Reds. 
2. To declare an economic boy cott against Red China by all non- 
Communist countries. 
This will probably be difficult to sell the 
British because of their big investments in Hong Hong and China. 
3. To send more United Nations troops into Korea and try again to 
win a military victory for a free Korea. 
The military aspects of this Korean situation will be reviewed In 
tv • - --.pce in the nex t issue.

T^OOD costs too much these day s 
for any housewife to gamble on 
her recipes. T hat’s where reliable 
cook books come into the budget 
picture. 
“Family Fare,” a 9 6-page book 
published 
by the United States 
Department of Agriculture for 25 
cents, is one of the best guides to 
family cooking I have seen all 
y ear. 
It might be a very practical 
resolution for 19 51 to order this 
little treasure house of recipes and 
food management from the United 
States Government Printing Office, 
Washington 25, D. C., and then 
practice what it teaches. 
The newest addition to cookery 
books is “The Main Line Cook 
Book,” by Ethel W. Stokes and 
Mary H. Huber of Philadelphia. 
It's a gourmet’s guide to wonderful 
regional cooking. 
Certainly the 
food is magnificent even though 
generally the recipes and menus 
wrould strain the average budget. 
There 
are 
ex ceptions—many 
of 
them. Here is a delicious one: 


Squash Fritters 
One egg, 
V2 cup flour, % cup 
milk, 
teaspoon salt, pepper, 2 
cups squash cooked, 1 teaspoon 
baking powder, 2 tablespoons but­ 
ter, melted, bacon fat. 
Place egg in bowl, beat well, add 
flour, milk, salt and pepper, squash 
that has been previously boiled 
and put through a ricer. melted 
butter. Blend well. Add the bak­ 
ing powder, stir lightly together, 
drop from end of spoon into deep 
bacon fat 350 defrrees F. 
Frv un­ 


til a golden brow>n. 
For 
a variant: 
Grease the inside of baking dish 
w'ell with bacon fat. fill with left­ 
over squash and a dash of cream. 
Place bacon strips on top. 
Dust 
generously with cheese, bake in 
a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
until lightly browned. 
For women who like to bake, 
Ann Seranne has written the new 
“Complete Book of Home Baking.” 
It contains 1000 recipes, covering 
about every thing from strudel to 
angel food. 
There are m any other good new 
food books, including “The Prac­ 
tical Book of Food Shopping” by 
Helen S. Hovey and Kay Rey nolds. 
Also “Good Food From Mex ico” 
by Ruth Watt Mulvey and Luisa 
Maria Alvarez and “Continental 
Dessert Delicacies” by Alice Sidon 
of San Francisco.

Jesus and the Four Gospels 


BY W ILLIAM E. GILROY, D. D. j no Gospel of John—the v iv ¿J story 
of the calling of the early dis- 
I ^ O U R Gospels in the New Testa- 
ment, M atthew, Mark, Luke, 
and John, tell the story of the 
earthly life, m inistry, death, res­ 
urrection, and redem ptiv e mission 
of Jesus of Nazareth. 
Agreeing 
and 
duplicating 
in 
m any details, each Goopel has its 
distinctiv e character and makes 
its particular contrib ution to the 
record of the div ine life; and all 
four are necessary to the full 
Gospel story. 
At that, the full story has nev er 
b een told. The author of the Gos­ 
pel of John says (John 20:30) 
that Jesus did “many other signs 
in the presence of the disciples, 
which are not w ritten in this 
b ook.” He further says that if all 
the “many other things” should 
'T^e w ritten ev ery one,” he sup­ 
poses that ev en the world itself 
could not contain the b ooks that 
would b e w ritten. 
There is another sense in which 
the Gospel story will nev er b e 
fully told. 
The story of Jesus 
is continued in ev ery soul that 
He b lesses and inspires, and in 
ev ery word and act of grace and 
goodness of which His spiritual 
Presence is the source and mo­ 
tiv e power. 
So, the greatest of 
all stories, the story of the Gos­ 
pel, goes on and on. 
If one wishes to realize the dis­ 
tinctiv e contrib ution of each of 
the four Gospels, it is only nec­ 
essary to consider what would b e 
lacking if any one w ere left out. 
How 
incomplete the Bethlehem 
story in M atthew ’s Gospel would 
b e, if we did not hav e the inci­ 
dents and b ackgrounds as they 
are giv en in the v iv id pages oi 
Luke. 
And think of w hat distinctiv e 
things we would lack, if we had 


ciples, the story of the Woman of 
Sam aria, and the words of Jesus 
concerning true worship, the dis­ 
courses to the disciples in the las 
days, and the b old words con­ 
cerning 
freedom 
through 
the 
truth. 
If we could dispense with one 
Gospel, it would seem to b e the 
Gospel b y Mark, yet that Gospe] 
has a distinction and quality ell 
its own. 
Its omission 
of 
the 
Christm as story, as in Matthew 
and Luke, has no particular sig­ 
nificance. 
Papias, 
one 
of 
the 
earliest of Christian w riters, says 
that 
M ark 
had 
not 
personally 
known or heard Jesus; that he 
was an “interpreter” of Peter. 
M ark, through 
Peter, 
records 
such incidents as that of the nam ­ 
ing of Jam es and John “Boa­ 
nerges,” b y Jesus (M ark 3:17) 
But w hat is essential is the sim ­ 
plicity and directness with which 
M ark makes v iv id the M aster’s 
m inistry from day to day. 
It is a 
Gospel of action. 
Characteristic 
is its frequent use of the word 
“straightw ay.” 
If Papias is right, we may as­ 
sume that Peter used the gifted 
w riter, Mark, to m ake as real for 
later disciples the reality of the 
m inistry of Jesus as Peter him ­ 
self had known it. 
T hat is what 
M ark’s Gospel may do for us 
I sug g est tha t this Gospel 
o f 
16 cha pters, the sho rtest o f the 
fo ur, sho uld be rea d rig ht thro ug h 
to get it3 full effect. 
We may turn then to the Ser­ 
mon on the Mount (M atthew 5-7), 
and to the discourse and philoso­ 
phy of the Christian religion in 
John to ob tain a v iv id conscious­ 
ness of the Teacher as the One, 
“Who went ab out doing good.”
